After this Letter Ralph Sadler returned to Engl 
land, and ſtayed there till the Death of Kin 
James the V. December 1542. And there 

after in March 1543 was ſent by King Henri 
_ VIII. in his ſecond Ambaſſage to Scot 
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F LET T F R from Sir Ralph Sadler to the King's 
Majeſty of England, the 20th of March 1543. 


LEASE it your Royal Majeſty t6 urderſtand, 
that upon Sunday at Afternoon I arrived here 
it Edinburgh ; and the Day before, they had pro- 
rogate their Parliament, till upon a new Summons, 
which, as I underſtand, they intend to call in A- 
ril or May, if the Cauſe ſhall ſo require. Upon 
my Arrival I repaired forthwith to the Governour, 
whom I found in a Garden at the Palace of Holy- 
150d-houſe, and delivered unto him your Majeſty's 
Letters, with your Majeſty's hearty Commendati- 
Engl ns, according to my Inſtructions. And after he 
Kind bad demanded of your Majeſty's Health, and wel- 
here comed me, which he did in very gentle Sort, he 
rad your Grace's Letters: And that done, took me 
alittle a- part, & again ſaying, That I was very hear- 
tly welcome; with further, That he perceived Thad 
Credence unto bim, be would with right good Will 
leur the ſame. Whereupon T thought to enter with 
him, and ſo.declared my Credence committed un- 
tome by your Majeſty, in ſuch Manner and Form 
in effect, as my Inſtructions do purport.” He. an- 
ſyered me, That your Majeſty had his Heart above 
Jl Princes, and that your Grace ſhould have him at 
' HY Command in all Things reaſonable, ſaving his Du- 
Jl ' of Allegiance to his ſovereign Lady and this 
Realm, Thus he qualified his Affection, and ſaid, 
That the Ambaſſadors were diſpatched, and ready 
to take their Journey towards your Majeſty, with

jeſty. There was a great Company of Noblemen | 
and Gentlemen about him, which preſſed ſo near 
him, as it ſeemed to me, that either he would fain | 

bave had me in ſome other Place, where he might 
have ſecretly communed with me, or elſe intend- 
ed to take Counſel, afore he entred farther with 
me. For ſo he knit up his Talk (as indeed he is a} 
Man of no long Communication or great Diſcourſe) | 
ſaying, He would the next Day ſpeak with me more 
1 length, and thought it meet For me 0 Lo reſt my | 
ſelf for that Time, becauſe I had ſo travelled, 
Whereunto I ſaid, that I was indeed weary of Rid- 
ing, and would therefore follow his Advice, and] 
wait upon him again at his Pleaſure. He bade Sir 

George Douglas grads! me to my Lodging, which 
he did. Whilſt the ſaid Governour was reading 
your Grace's Letters, the Noblemen about him, 

with the Chancellor being the. Biſhop of Glaſgow, 

the Earls of Angus, Huntley, Glencairn, Caſſilt, 
Mariſbal, with others divers that were there, did] 
embrace and welcome me in gentle Sort. And fol 
being accompanied to my Lodging, with the aid 
Sir George Douglas, and divers other Gentlemen a- 
bout him, by the way we talked of their Parlia- 
ment at large; in which Talk the ſaid Sir Georgel 
told me, That they had agreed all welltugether, and 
though in the Beginning one began to grin at ano- 
ther, yet was there none that would bite, nor they 
would not fall out amongſt themſelves, whereby theff 
night the rather make themſelves a Prey to their EY 
nemies, And with this Talk of the W Lo 
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holding of their Parliament, whereat they wiſhed 
[had been, to ſee the ſime; in general Words we 
mſled the Way to my Lodging; and being entred 
nto my Chamber, I told Mr. Douglas that 1 long- 
ed to ſpeak with him, and had much Matter to 
commune with him from your Majeſty. He de- 
fred no leſs to ſpeak with me, as he ſaid : And ſo 
we drew a- part by our ſelves. I began with him 
in this Soft, That your Majeſty had commanded 
me to uſe his Advice in all Things, as his truſty 
Servant : And therefore I prayed him firſt to de- 
care unto me the State of all Things here; as your 
Majeſty truſted he would do ſincerely. Marry; 
quoth he, I have laboured with all my Power to do 
the King s Majeſty Service, and will do while I live; 
wherein I haue always pretended outwardly the 
Common-weal th of Scotland, and, ſpate not much, 
of England; berauſe I would not beſuſpefted. And 
[ Jy quoth he; I have ſo bent iny Wits there- 
unto, as I truſt I have deleted Thanks of his Ma- 
jeſty. I ſlept not, quoth he, three Hours in one 
Night thir fix. Weeks. For; quoth he, we have 
bad much Buſineſs with many Noblemen; and of the 
greateſt Sort, as the Earls of Huntley, Argyle, 
Bothwel C. Murray, vo hich would have made a Pary 
oainſt its, if they could with almoſt the wholeClergy,; 
determined to have holden another Parliament in 
F. Johnſton; but; quoth he, I have prevented them, 
and got the Town 52 them, ſo that they could 
hot ſettle there; and then the Governour by ' mine 
Advice ſent them an expreſs Commandment, under 
Pain of Treafon to come to the Parliament, and to 
Tre Allen.

I commended much 
de- the wiſdom and Qualities of the ſaid Drummond, 
and, but conſidering, that the Office was gone, which I 
our ¶ knew well enough before the Arrival here of the ſaid 
ig. Drummond, I thought it not beſt to preſs the Mat- 
and WF ter over much, when it could not be convenient- 
em ly obtained: And ſo the Governour and I entred 
other Matter, which he began himſelf, and asked 
me, How I liked the old Queen, and the young 
Queen? I ſaid I liked them both well, and praiſed 
. che young Princeſs, which I faid was a very goodly 
Child, and like to live. I added that, That ſhe was 
like to live, to hear what he wauld ſay, becauſe I 
had heard before, both by the Queen Dowager, 
and otherwiſe, that he was of a contrary Opinion. 
He affirmed my Saying, and asked me, How [ 
found the Queen diſpoſed towards the Marriage? 
I faid,T had no Commiſſion to feel her Mind in that 
Part,but generally having Commandment to viſit 
her, being a noble Perſonage, Dowager of the Realm, 
& to make your Majeſty's moſt hearty Commen- 
dations unto her, for the which Purpoſe J brought 
her your Majeſty's Letters only of Commendatians ;. 
and,as far as I could perceive, I thought ſhe would 
be well enough content with the Marriage, which 
I faid, if ſhe tendred her own Honour, with the 
Advancement and Benefit of her Daughter, ſhe _ 
could not but effectually deſire and embrace. He 
anſwered, That indeed, if ſhe ſought the World, 
ſhe could not find ſo meet and ſo honourable a Mar- 
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riage; and that unleſs ſhe were unnatural to be I 57 
Daughter, ſhe muſt needs be content with it; but be. 
ing a French Woman, he thought ſoe could not be 
beſt inclined towards England. Here I. thought to 
enter ſomewhat with him in this Matter, and faid

Peace. But, quoth I, if ye have not given them In- 
ſtruction alſo to conclude ſuch Things, as depend 
upon thoſe two Points, in ſuch fort as it may ap- 
pear, you do indeed intend both to perform the 
Marriage, and to eſtabliſh ſuch a.Peace, as might 
be available to both Realms; his Majeſty is a pru- 
dent and wiſe Prince, and ſhall right facilely deci- 
pher your Intent, which not being fo perfect as 
you pretend, might percaſe juſtly ſo irritate his Ma- 
jeſty, as great Inconvenience may follow. He an- 
ſwered me, That as he did nothing alone, ſo'tht 
Ambaſſadors had their Commiſſion given unty then 
by the three Eſtates of the Realm in Parliament, 
for the Concluſion of the ſaid two Points, which fir 
bis part he had earneſtly ſet forth, maugre the Will 
H divers ſuch, he ſaid, as favoured neither * 
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Word, nor your Majeſty, and be wholly addifed to 
France. And, quoth he, F I bad not | earneſtly 
minded, that the King's Majeſty ſhould have the 
Marriage of our young Queen, I could have had 
a Contract betwixt her and my Son paſſed and e- 
ſtabliſbed by this Parliament; wherein I am ſure, 
quoth he, a Man would have been againſt'me : Truſft- 
ing, quoth he, that the King's Majeſty teill he rather 
be friendly to me; for Ihaue had mickle Climber a- 
mong the Kirk-men for his ſake. 'T aſſured him, 
if he proceeded plainly with your Majeſty, he 
ſhould-perceive that your Majeſty would ſo con- 

ſider it, as ſhould be to his ſingular Commodity: 
And eftſoons I preſſed him, if, as he. ſaid, he mind- 
ed earneſtly the Marriage, that hs would ſo offer 
and propone it, as it might ſe appear to your 
Majeſty: For, quoth'T, the Offer of a bare Con- 

tract, without other Circumſtances, is not ſuffi- 
cient. He ſaid, That when the Ambaſſadors:ſhould 
| be with your Majeſty, if the ſame ſhould -demand o. 
ther things of them than they might conclude, they 
would advertiſe hither of the ſame with Diligence, 
and upon Knowledge of your Majeſty's Pleaſure, 
Order ſhould be taken here for the Accomplifhment 
of all your Majeſty's reaſonable Demands. I faid, 
This would ſpend much time. Whereunto he ſaid, 
The Matters were of ſo great Importance as requir- 
ed time; and, quoth he, within twenty Days we 
ſhall hear from theſe our Ambaſſadors ; and there- 

upon, God willing, quoth he, we ſhall ſuon'be at 
a good Point. And then he fell out of this Matter, 
and asked me, How your Majeſty did with France : 
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I ſaid, All was well, as far as I knew, and that, as 
J heard, there was an Ambaſſador newly come to 
Jour Majeſty from the French King, which, I 
thought,argued,they intended not to diſpleaſe your 
Majeſty, when they ſent Ambaſladors to treat, 
Welt, quoth he, ſo we agree, T care not what he 
do with France: And for my part, quoth he, I am 
noted in France to be a good Engliſh-man ; and ſince 
the King died, I neither wrote nor ſent good Word 
nor bad to the Court of France. I told him, if we 
Joyned firmly together, they muſt abandon their 
Leagues with France. If we agree, quoth he, for

my part I paſs little of France: But we muſt adviſe 
well, quoth he, before we break our Leagues with 
them. I told him, I thought their Leagues with 
France were not {o beneficial for them, as they 
needed to' adviſe much upon the Break of them. 
And unleſs they ſhould annull thoſe Leagues, I ſaw 

not how there could be a perfect Peace eſtabliſhed 
| betwixt us. He confeſſed, They had never Gain 
nor Benefit by France, but great Cumber, Loſs and 
Slaughter for their ſakes : Wherefore, as for bis 
part he was no good. French-man, ſo he would a- 
gree to Reaſon in all things your Majeſty. ſhould re- 
quire, with the Advice of the Eſtates of the Realm. 
And here he told me, That ſo long as the Cardinal, 
being the beſt French- man in Scotland, was in Hold, 
there was the leſs Doubt that France ſhould have 
any great ado here, or they with France. I faid 
it was a common Saying, That the Cardinal ſhould 
have his whole Liberty, and was already reſtored 
zo 4 great Piece of the ſame, being at large in his

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von Houſe. He aſſured me, That he was in as 
ſure Priſon in his own Houſe, and as ſtraitly Ipoked 
unto as he was before; and that he had removed him 
thither only for a Policy, to get the Poſſeſſion f 
the Caſtle, which now he hath by Mean thereof: 
Aſſuring me, That he ſhould be Priſoner ſtill whilſt 
| be lived : For, quoth he, were he at Liberty, if 
he might have his Purpoſe, I ſhould ſurely go to the 
Fire, as when the King lived, quoth he, he told 
him, I was the greateſt Heretick in the World. I 
asked him if he intended to keep him ſtill Priſoner 
in his own Houſe ? He ſaid, Tes; for he could 
not put him in a ſtronger Place in all Scotland. I 
told him, I thought ſo long as he was in his own 
Houſe, the People would ſtill hope for his Deli- 
very ; and therefore, to take away that Hope; he 
ſhould do beſt, in my poor Opinion, to remove 
him to Dumbar or Temptallon. No, no, quoth he, 
he is well enough ; and let them hope as they lift, I 
ſpall be ſure he ſhall never be the nearer his Liberty. 
And then he told me, That a Number of Noblemen 
and Gentlemen the late King had got written in à 
Roll, which were all accuſed of Hereſy,of the which, 
he ſaid, he was the firſt, and the Earl of Caſſils; 
the Earl of Glencairn and his Son, the Eat]! Mari- 
ſnal, and a great many Gentlemen to the Number of 
eighteen ſcore, becauſe they were all well minded 
to God's Word,which then they durſt not avow : But 
note, quoth he, I ſhall do mine ' Endeavour to ſet 
ferth the Glory of God with the Aſſiſtance of the 
King's Maiehy. _ Herein I did not only allow his 
Intent, but alſo d.d animate and provoke him for- 
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wv ward in the ſame AS much as I could deviſe; : which 
as far as I could. perceive, was very acceptable 
unto him. And in the ſame Communication we 
had up the Biſhop. of Rome, whom, he ſaid, fir 
theſe five Tears and Days he never took to be any 
more than a Biſhop, and that a very evil Biſbop: Al. 
ſuring your Majeſty, I perceive ſo much by him, that 
if he could. tell how to bring it to paſs, he would be 
well content that this Realm left clearly the Obedi 
ence and Devotion of Rome ; but he lacketh here I Bo 
good Miniſters for that Purpoſe, and I ſee not how do 
the Kirk men here will be ruled for him, which, in I he 
muy poor Opinion, would be loath that thoſe. two th 
Realms ſhould agree, and both privately work, I hi 
and will do all they can to empeche the fame. I be 
Ar TER this Communication finiſhed betwixt I p- 
the Goyernour and me, I took the Earl of Angus il « 
apart, and entred, with him i in ſuch ſort, as is pre- tl 
ſcribed unto. me by Letters from your Majeſty's 
Council of the 20rb'of March; to know of him, 
how he can, make the Eſtabliſh ment of the Gover- 
nour here by Parliament, and his with the others 
large Promiſes to your Majeſty ſtand together; ; 
wherewith J aſſure your Majeſty, he was much 
perplexed, and could almoſt ſay nothing to it, ſav- 
ing that the ſame ſhould be nothing prejudicial to 
your Majeſty's Purpoſe in time: For with him, and 
by him, being well dedicate to your Majeſty, they 
would work all to your Highneſs's Satisfaction by 
little and little. As: firſt; If it might' pleaſe your | 
Majeſty to accept the Contract, then they would 
_ deviſe to bring the LS into your Majeſty's Hands, 
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vheredfr he doubteth not: And havirig her, it muſt 
needs follow, that your: Majeſty muſt > 1c for her, 
and in her Right, ſee the 1 m governed and di- 
rected in ſuch ſort; as to your Majeſty ſhould ſeem 
moſt expedient for her Surety and Profit. - Where- 
in he made a like Diſcourſe: with me in Effect, as 
L have already ſignified unto your Majeſty in my 
Letters of the 20th of this preſent: And to ſerve 
your Majeſty againſt all Nations; he offereth his 
Body and whole Power to the utter moſt he can 
do; wherein, if I ſhould ſay my poor Opinion, 
he diſſemblethi not with your Majeſty. And where 
things have not hitherto ſucceeded according to 
his Promiſe, I think the Default thereof to have 
been, that either he lacked Power to bring it to 
paſs, or elſe was adviſed by his Brother to ſtay up- 
on ſuch» Conſiderations, as have been alledged in 
that part; that is, That all your Majeſty 5 Purpoſes 
might be wrought i in time without: Rigour. I asked 
him, if he thought the Governour minded earneſt- 
ly the Marriage or not ? which he aſſured me he 
dd. I told him, I wondred much that he being 
eſtabliſhed ſecond Perſon in the Realm, having 
Title to the Succeſſion of the ſame, ſhould have 
the Cuſtody of the Child, which hath never been 
ſeen afore.

And 
diſcourſing with him of the Likelyhood of the 
| Succeſs of all thoſe Matters, wherein I told him 
plainly, that T think your Majeſty will aſſuredly 
ſtick to have the Child delivered into your Hands: 
Fe faith, That if your Majeſty ſlick upon that, or 
Ag ny other Point, upon Advertiſement thereof hither 
by their Ambaſſadors, he thinketh he ſhall be ad- 
dreſſed to your Majeſty. Which Fourney he will | 
gladly take upon him, if he ſee that his Meſſage 
ſhall be ſuch as ſhall be acceptable to your High- 
neſs, or elſe, he faith, he will not come : For, 
quoth he, 1 will not go to my Maſter with an 
unpleaſant Meſſage. e > 
THIS Communication ended betwixt us, I de- 
parted from the Court to my Lodging, and had 
with me the Earl of Caſſils, and the Lord Somer- 
vail, with whom I diſcourſed of the forefaid Eſta- 
bliſhment of the Governour, according as I was 
inſtructed by the ſaid Letters from your Majeſty's 
Council; which he confeſſed, might not very well 
- ftandwith their Promiſes. And yet they ſaid, That 
their Promiſes extend no further, than to charge 
'them with the uttermoſt of their Power, which they 
have done, and will do, but it lay not in their Pow- 
er to lett that Eftabliſhment. And the Lord Somer- 
vail tor his Part ſaid, He knew not of it till the ve-

There be no moe of the Lords here, with whom I WW ap 
ſhould communicate this Matter; for the Earl of WW b.

not here ſince my coming into the Country: So tt 
that as yet I ſpake not with them, nor know not 
how to ſpeak with them, till they come hither; 
for the one dwelleth above 50 Miles hence one 
Way, and the other 40 Miles another Way. I ſhew- 
ed the Earl of Angus and Sir George Douglas, What 
the Sheriff of Air ſaid, touching the Earl of Len- 
non his repairing hither, whom, they ſay, they 
will withſtand, and wiſh that he may be met witbal

T may like your good Lordſhips to underſtand, 
That on Thurſday.

| from the Blackneſs to the Caſtle of St. 4 ndrews, 


which, as appeareth by your Lordſhips ſaid Let- 
ters, the King's Majeſty would have by ſome Mean 
impeached : And albeit (as I doubt not his Majeſty 
hath by Letters or this time perceived) the ſaid 
Cardinal is already removed to his ſaid Caftle, fo 
as your ſaid Letters came too late for the Stay or 
Impeachment of the faid Purpoſe ; yet I thought it 
not amiſs to talk ſomewhat of the Matter with Sir 
George Douglas, whom IT ſent for to come and 
ſpeak with me, as he did accordingly. And then 
diſcourſing with him thereof, according to the 
King's Majeſty's Pleaſure expreſſed in your ſaid 
Letters,” with Fanny Allegation of mine own part, 
that T heard credibly reported, That the faid Car- 
dinal was at Liberty, (as indeed all the Town 
here bruited the Ge) and a Chaplain of the ſame 
Cardinals came ta a Prieſt, - that keepeth the 
Houſe where Ily here, and told him, That he had 
4 Meſſage to me from the Cardinal; which, be- 
cauſe for fear of Suſpicion he durſt not himſclt 


| come to me, he prayed the faid Prieſt to declare, 
being in effect, That the Cardinal had bim very 
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heartily commended to me, and had now obtained 
his Liberty; wherefore he would be glad to welcome 
me into the Country, offering his lawful Service unto 
the King s Majeſty ; and whatſoever. Steador Plea- 
ſure he might do me in thoſe Parts, he was ready 
and moſt willing to accompliſh the ſame. Whereby1 
told the {aid Sir George, that not a little to my 
marvel, conſidering how largely the Governour 
had faid to me in that Part, I perceived the Car- 
dinal was now at Liberty.

about Stirling, if they could. And loath be would 


be, he ſaid, that the Cardinal ſhould join with them, 


y be ſhould be able with his Money and Friends, 


1% do more Hurt than all the reft: Wherefore, it 
was more than requiſite for them, to debate and 


conſider well this Matter, ſaying, that he thought 


it expedient, ſeeing the Cardinal was now in ſuch 


Caſe, as he might put himſelf abroad and at Liber- 


ty io hen he would, to hold him in good Hope, and to 


allure him to come out of the Caſtle to the Governour, 


by means whereof they might eftſoons. get him into 
their Hands, and ſo make him ſure, rather than to 
put him into any Deſperation, whereby he might re- 
volt to the other Party. I told him, Their Matters 
were ſo.perplexed, that T knew not what Advice

_ Since my laſt writing to your Majeſty, the ce 
Cardinal ſent a Chaplain of his unto me, with thei yc 


felf ſame Meſſage and Tale, that he told to the 1 
ſaid Sir George Douglas, as is before expreſſed, and 
offered unto me, all the Gratuity and Pleafure Ml G 
could, with Commendation of his Service unto you oc 
Majeſty. Whereunto I anſwered, That foraſmuchM :/ 
as I knew not in what Caſe J ſtood, hearing tel m: 
that he was committed upon ſundry great Crimes D 
it became me not, nor I would not require ame 
Gratuity or Pleaſure at his Hand; but if he were» 
his own Man, and in ſuch Caſe as I might lawful e: 
ly commune or treat with him, I would be the ra b. 
ther glad to uſe his Advice, it I thought he would -; 
play the Part of a good Miniſter, for the you Per: u 
fection of ſuch things, as might tend to the Bene. 
fit and Wealth of both theſe Realms. The fail 
Chaplain told me then, That his Maſter the Car- 
 dinal bade him ſay unto me, That where he under 
flood your Majeſty was informed,how that he fhoul 
have been the Impediment and Lett, that the lat 
Ling of Scots came not to your Majeſty, he was abi 
to prove that he was unjuſtly reported to your High 
1 . pr, ne 
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neſs in that Part: And whatſoever Information 
was made unto your Majeſiy, he had always as 
great a Regard and Deſire to the Increaſe of Amity 
berwixt theſe two Realms, as any Man living; 
wherein, when it ſhall be his Chance to ſpeak with 
your Majeſty, be ſhall declare himſelf by pregnant 
Reaſons. Alſo ſince the Diſpatch of my ſaid laſt 

Letters, here hath been with me the Lord Fleming, 

who, in diſcourſing with me of the State and Suc- 
ceſs of his Promiſe amongſt others made unto 
your Majeſty, told me, That if your Highneſs had 
not all your Defire and Purpoſe, the Douglaſles were 
moſt to blame therefore; for they bad eſtabliſhed a 
Governour here, moſt unmeet to bear the Name, and 
occupy the Place of ſuch an Office and Eſtate, whom 
they only did ſupport, and with whom alſo they 
might do what they would, and ſpecially Sir George 
Douglas: So as if they did not work with him all 
your Majeſty's Affairs, in ſuch fort as they promiſed, 

your great Liberality 281 upon them was evil 
employed. And he ſaid, if Sir George Douglas 
had not taken upon him to work all Things,as he did, 
after his own Fantaſy and Appetite, your Majeſty 
might have had your whole Purpoſe or this time. I 
underſtand there is ſome Diſſenſion betwixt them 
and the faid Lord Fleming, for an Office of Sheriff-

WhereuponT told him, that my poor Opinion was, 
Though the Cardinal come hither at his ſending 
for, he ſhould never admit him to his Preſence, 
nor yet ſo haſtily remit his Offences, which being 
ſo great, he could not with his Honour pardon in 
ſuch ſort, ſpecially conſidering the ſaid Cardinal 
had ſo heaped one Fault upon another, as *

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his great Crimes which he was committed upon, 
he had as it were by a Mean broken Priſon: 
Wherefore, if he ſhould thereupon clearly releaſe 
him, it ſhould not only much impair his Eſtimati- 
on, but alſo be a great Courage to all Offenders 
to double their Offences, thinking thereby the ra- 
ther to obtain Remiſſion and Pardon. Wherefore, 
J faid, it was beſt in my poor Opinion, that if the 
Cardinal come hither, he ſhould be committed to 
the Cuſtody of ſome Noblemen here in the Town, 
and not go abroad, nor come in the Governour's 
Preſence, nor yet be reſtored to Liberty, untill he 
had your Majeſty's. Advice in the ſame, which, I 
ſaid, I doubted not ſhould be ſhortly. And ſeeing, 
quoth I, you ask mine Advice, I have now told 
you the ſame. Whereupon he pauſed a little, and 
ſaid, He thought it not amiſs, and would deviſe 
farther in that Behalf with the Council, praying, 
me in the mean Seaſon, to advertiſe your Majeſty of 
the whole Matter, and to make his Declaration in 
the ſame. And then leaving that Matter, he told 
me, That he had communed with his ſecret Friends 
touching the Marriage betwixt your Majeſlys 
Daughter and his Son; and they not only thought 
him, as he alſo thought himſelf, moſt bounden unto 
your Majeſty, 15 the great Honour was offered unt9 
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Him inthat Behalf, but alſo had determined, that 
it was an Overture moſt meet and requiſite for him 
moſt willingly to accept and embrace. And, quoth 
he, I am Bene to creep on my Knees to do bis Ma- 
jeſiy Service, for his great Clemency and Goodneſs 
.extended towards me therein, Wherefore, quoth 


he, 
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he, foraſmuch as I remember well you told me, That 
the King's Majeſty, in caſe T ſhould go through 
with him in all other Matters, had reſolved upon 
this Marriage, if I ſhould deſire the ſame; therefore 
it is meet, quoth he, that I ſbould de ſire it: So 
when all thoſe other Matters be concluded, or at a 
good Point ; which, quoth he, there is no Doubs 
but we ſhall eafily agree upon, unleſs the King's Ma- 
jeſty go about to $; away the Liberty and Freedom 
f this Realm, and to bring the ſame to his Obedi- 
ence and Subjection; I (hall then, quoth he, ſend 
to bis Majeſty, to defire the ſaid Marriage for my 
Son. Here I repeated unto him the great Honour 
and manifold Commodities, that ſhould grow un- 
to him by the ſame; in ſuch ſort as T was inſtruct- 
ed by your Majeſty's laſt Letters, which he affir- 
med. And ever according to the Contents of your 
Highneſs's faid Letters, I bound upon him for the 
ſending of his Son, in caſe this Marriage ſhould 
take Effect, to be nouriſhed and educate in your 
Majeſty's Court; wherein I found him moſt wil- 
ling and conformable. In this Diſcourſe alſo, he 
told me, That if the Peace were concluded, he 
Would not be long from your Majeſty. And again 
he prayed me to write immediately unto your Maje 
ty, both for his Declaration in the Cardinal s Li- 
berty, and alſo on his Behalf, moſt humbly to thank 
hour Majeſty for the great Honour and Advance- 
ment minded towards him by your Highneſs, for the 
which your Majeſty ſhould be aſſured of bis Heart 
and Service for ever: Which, I aſſure your Maje- 
ſty he ſpake as heartily, and with greater Affection 
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in Ap earance than I can deviſe to expreſs. it. 1 
promiſed him then, that I would forthwith write 
unto your Majeſty, according to his Deſire, and

ſo departed from him. of 
THE Earl of Lennox came not yet to the Gover- 
nour, but remaineth ſtill in the Weſt-Parts; ſome 
ſay, he will come, and ſome fay, he will not. The 
Governour himſelf told me, That the ſaid Earl 
| bad ſent him word, That he had both Letters and 
Credence to the Lords and States of the Realm 
fromthe French King ; wherefore if there might 
be indifferent Place appointed, as St. Johnſton or 
Stirling, where the Lords would aſſemble, he would 
come to declare his Credence : For the Governour 
told me, He had no will to come hither to Edinburgh, 
for fear of the Ear o Angus. He was anſwered

by the Governour, That if he had any Credence or 


| pain m, the French King, if he would come

Hhither and declare it, in caſe it ſhould then ſeem to 
be of ſuch Importance, as required a Convention 
and Aſſembly of the Lords, the Governour would 
then ſend for them, as the Caſe ſhould require, or 
_ elſe bethought it not meet to trouble any of them in 
that Behalf: So that, he faith, The ſaid Earl wil 
come hither, though, quoth he, he maketh no great 
_ Haſte. I told him that I heard fay, The Earl of 
Argyle was with him, and diverſe other Lords, in- 
tending to make a Party : But the Governour aflu- 
red me, That it was not ſo, And in this Com- 
munication of the Earl of Lennox, I put him in 
Remembrance of the Conditions of Abſtinence, 
Which are ſuch, as (I told him) he might not 1 
-; 
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with any other Prince or Potentate, upon any A- 
mity, Conjunction or Alliance, without Break of 
the ſaid Abſtinence : Which, he anſwered me, he 
knew well enough, and aſſured me, he would juſtly 
obſerve the Conditions of the ſame. e 

I communed alſo this Day with the Earls of An- 
gus and Caffils, the Lords Maxwel and Somervail, 
where we dined all together, with the Earl of An- 
gus. They be all much offended with the Lord 
Seton for the Liberty of the Cardinal, and do all 
excuſe the Governour of the ſame. They' proteſt 
unto me very ſeriouſly, That neither the Gover- 
nour, to their Knowledge, nor any of them were con- 
ſenting to it; but they ſuſpect much the Earl of Hunt- 
ley. And now ſince the Cardinal is at Liberty, the 
Lord Maxwel ſaid, betwixt Earneſt and Game, 
That it was not amiſs, (if he would leave France, 
and be of their Affection towards England, which 
be thought aſſuredly he would do) to ſend bim in 


| Embaſſage to your Mojely, to knit up all thoſe Mat- 


ters. Finally, diſcourſing with them of the State 
of all Things here, I do find them in outward Ap- 

pearance molt aſſured and willing to ſerve your Ma- 
jeſty, and to ſatisfy the fame in all Points, accord- 
ing to their Promiſe, by fair Means, if they can: 
It not, otherwiſe, if it thall ſo pleaſe your Majeſty 
to extend your Force. Marry, they ſay, if it 
might ſo Rand with your Grace's Pleafore, to leave 
your Purpsfe of the Government of this Realm, and 
not. only to fuffer this Man that is Governour to uſe 
the Place and Office, but alſo te be content, that in 
eaſe the young Queen die before the OY 8 
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F the Marriage, he may be ſure to ſucceed in the 
Crown of this Realm, as he is now eſtabliſhed ſe. 
cond Perſon of the ſame ; there is no doubt, but in 
all other things which your Majeſty could. require, 
your Grace ſhould be ſatisfied. I told them, I knew 
not what would pleaſe, but they knew well enough, 
and fo did I, what they had promiſed, which moſt 
ſeriouſly they aſſured me, they would perform, or 
elſe die in the Field for the ſame. And ſo they 
prayed me to write unto your Majeſty, as I promi- 
ſed them IT would do accordingly. And now there 
be Letters ſent out to all the Lords that be abſent, 
to aſſemble here againſt ſuch time as they think to 
hear from their Ambaſſadors being with your Ma- 
_ zeſty, which they look for ſhortly, to the intent 
they may .upon Knowledge what your Highneſs 
ſhall ſtick upon, deviſe for your Satisfaction, as 
they ſay, in all things reaſonable; whereunto theſe 
_ ſeem to be very earneſtly affected and inclin- 
ed. . 5 
Tus is the Sum of ſuch Communication as I 
have had this Day with the Governour, and the o- 
ther Noblemen afore named; wherein though I 
Have not uſed ſuch Dexterity as were expedient, it 
may nevertheleſs pleaſe your Majeſty, of your ac- 
cuſtomed Clemency, to bear with me, and not to 
impute the ſame to any Default of Good-will, but 
to the Lack of Wit and Experience; as knoweth 
God, e. Thus , 
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The former Part of this Letter following, To the 
Kings Majeſty of the 18. of April, 1543. 
was loſt, ſo that there is but a Part of it here 

_ written, in manner following.

And as J heard credibly, That even at 
his laſt Repair Northwards, ſpeaking with your Ma- 
jeſiy in the Lodge, in the Park of Windſor, be did 
both repeat his Band and Promiſe in that Be- 
half; and alſo ſaid many other Things touching the 
Crown of Scotland, with ſuch like things, being of 

ſuch Importance, as I was ſure he could not ſo ſoon 
forget; wherefore he could not ſay, that he hath 
not ſo largely promiſed as the reſt, for indeed his 
Promiſes be far larger; and therefore I required 
him to leave his ſo ſaying, and to apply himſelf 
to accompliſh that he had promiſed, whilſt Time 
ſerved. Whereunto he anſwered, That indeed he 
ought his Service unto your Majeſty, and would 
ſerve, and hath ſerved the ſame, ſince his Coming 
hither, aſwell and better than any of the reft, who 
had made largeſt Promiſe ; but for Promiſe he had 
made none ſo large as the others: And he doubted 
not but. your Majeſty remembred, that when his Bro- 
ther covenanted and bound himſelf, and alſo took 
Oath to ſerve your Majeſty, which Band and Oath | 
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was, he faith, taken at Abingdon, in the Park, at 
your Majeſty's being there: He for bis part refuſed 
to be ſreurn, as his Brother was, ſaying, that be 
had never taken Oath, but once to his Wife, which 
be had broken, and therefore would no more be 
ſworn ; offering nevertheleſs his Service to your Ma- 
jeſty, which, he faith, it pleaſed you at that time 
to accept, and take in good Part. And at his laſt 
Departure from your Majeſty, he remembreth that 
there paſſed but very few Words betwixt your Ma- 
jeſiy and him, and that was, when he came into the 
ſaid Park into the Lodge, as your Majeſty came forth 
20 go on Shooting, he offered himſelf to take bis 
Leave, and defired to know your Majeſty's Pleaſure, 
bow his Brother and he ſhould behave themſelves, 
when they came to the Borders, becauſe, faith he, 
#t was then in doubt, whether there ſhould be any 
Wars ornot: And your Majeſty anſwered, That 
becauſe there were many Folks by, he ſhould take no 
Leave, but go his way, and from time to time he 
ſhould know your Majeſty's Pleaſure by your Council. 
Theſe, he faith, were all the Words which paſſed 
then betwixt your Majeſiy and him. Nevertheleſs, 
he faid, be was your Servant, and would have ne 
other Maſter whilſt be lived: And here he wiſh- 
ed, your Majeſly knew his Heart, and alſo 
| knew perfettly, what Service he hath done, 
and intendeth to your Majeſty Fara bis Arrival 
| bere. And if all Things ſucceeded not to your Ma- 
Jefiy's Satisfaction, according to bis Intent and De- 
fre, but ſhall percafe proceed} to Force and Utter- 
Lune 54 e Oath bent all his lite to frame your 
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Majeſty's Purpoſes in peaceable and quiet Manner, 
which 2 feareth be is not ſo happy to bring topaſs : So 
your Majeſty ſball well perceive that he ile 
apply himſelf to ferve ther reiſe in all Things,as your 
Majeſty ſhall command him, to the uttermo# of his 
Power, as readily and willingly as any of the reſt, 
who have made largeſt Promiſes. And as we were 
thus talking, being together in a Garden, at the 
Black-Friers, came to us by Appointment before 
had among us, the Earls of Angus, Glencairn and 
Caſjils, with whom, and alſo with the faid Sir 
George, I entred further according to the Contents 
of your Majeſty's faid Letters, and ſurely I found 
them in Words and Appearance as firmly bent, as 
any Men can be, to ſerve your Majeſty in the Per- 
fection and Accompliſhment of their Promiſe, if 
this Matter come to Force. And the Earl of Glen- 
cairn earneſtly perſwaded the reſt, out of hand to 
joyn with him, in the Solicitation of the Governour 
to get the young Queen in the Caſile of Edinburgh ; 
Wherein I told them what the ſaid Governour 
had promiſed me, as I alſo wrote in my laſt Let- 
ters to your Majeſty's Council. They ſaid, It was

And however it ſhould 
Pleaſe God to determine of him, yet was ſhe to no 
Man ſo tender, as to your Majeſty, being as ſhe is 
your near Kinſwoman; nor could be in any Hands 
or Cuſtody more to her Surety, nor that would 
provide and look better for her Honour and Ad- 
vancement, than your Majeſty, as the Inſtinct of 
Naturerequreth. dog 3 
Io the Second, Touching the Amity and Peace, 
J wondred much, that he ſhould not moſt willing- 
ly embrace that, in ſuch ſort as your Majeſty re- 
quired, conſidering there was no Amity. ſo proper 
for them as the Amity of England, nor ſo benet:- 
cial and neceſſary 4 Which being concluded upon 
ſo juſt and honeſt Cauſe as this is, no Friend they 
had could or ought be offended therewith ; neither 
France, I ſaid, nor Denmark,which (they being at En: 
mity with us) were & ſhould be ever fartheſt from 
them, when they ſhould be neareſt their Harm. And 
by this League, I ſaid, they ſhould not ſeem! ſpect 
ally to covenant againſt France nor Denmark. And 
here I remembred him alſo of ſuch Communicati- 
on as he and I had ſince my Coming hither of 
this Matter, touching the Benefit they had always 
gotten by France; wherein J told him, I thought 
by that T had heard him ſay before in that Part, 12

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had been fully perſwaded what ſmall Stead the A- 
1 mity of France ſtood them in, and what they had 
e, ſuffered for France; ſo that I thought he had not been 
ö; ſo much dedicate to France, as that for France, 
xd he would ſeem to neglect or pretermit this Amity, 
1d that was ſo beneficial for them. Here he interru- 
Id pted me, and faid, That he deſired more the Amity 
0 of your Majeſty, than F all France, and all the 
is Princes of the World; and ſaid, that he thought the 
ds Lords would flick but ſoberly at that Matter for the 
d Concluſion of the Peace, if the Marriage were con- 
d tracted: But for the Deliverance of the Child out of 
of the Realm, till ſhe ſhould be at the State and Age of 
\ Marriage ; he thought it ſo ſharp and unreaſonable, 
A that he could not agree to it: Whereunto I preſſed 
7- him by all the good Means and Perſwaſions I could, 
% inſomuch as I drave him to fay, He could nat an- 
r ſwer me, and that be would not reaſon the Matter 
. with me, but refer it to the States and Council of the 


Realm, without whom he did nothing; and if they 
would agree toit, be would not be againſtit. Here 
T adviſed him to beware of the Counſel and Flatte- 
ry of ſuch as would his Ruin, whatſoever Counte- 
nance they make him, and take time whilſtit ſer- 
veth like a wiſe Man, wherein he ſhould do ſpeci- 
al good Office to his Country, and avoid the Ex- 
tremities, which will elſe undoubtedly enſue, of 
their Refuſal to come to Reaſon in theſe Matters. 
Hereupon muſing a little, he ſaid, He could not ſee 
_ what Cauſe your Majeſiy had to make War upon 
them, being their ſovereign Lady an Innocent, that 
never offended you. 1 anſwered your Majeſty * 
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| Letters and Negotiations 
ded no War againſt her, but rather ſought her Sure: 
ty, Wealth and Preſervation, with the Union of 
_ thoſe two Realms, the Opportunity and Occaſion 
whereof is offered unto you of God, which they 
may be ſure your Majeſty will not pretermit : And 
therefore if they ſhall neglect her _— and Ho- 
nour, and the Benefit of her Realm, with alſo their 
own Wealths, your-Majeſty will dire& your Pro- 
ceedings to the War in her Quarrel, for her Surety 
and Defence, and for the Wealth of her Realm a- 
gainſt them, who, without Conſideration, do ſeem 
thus to contemn and neglect the ſame. He asked 
me, VI called it her Benefit to deſtroy her Realm? 
Whereunto, I ſaid, That I called it her Benefit and 
1 75 Honour to be made a Queen of two Realms, 
y a juſt and rightful Title, where ſhe had now 
ſcarce a good Title to one. He wiſhed to God, that 
epery Man had his Right, and that they were quite 
of our Cumber, And then J preſſed him again to 
apply himſelf to Reaſon, in the Satisfaction of your 
ya and reaſonable Demands, whereby he might 
e ſure to quite both theſe Realms of Cumber 
for ever. He faid, He would do as the reft of the 
Noblemen of the Realm would, who would afjemble 
all here within a Day or two, and thenthey would 
conſult and deviſe upon ſuch Anſwer, as ſhould be 
made to their A , ee they would deter- 
mine and ſend, with as much Diligence as might 
be. I put him in mind how the Time paſſed. 
Ap finally I came to the Third Point, Touch- 
ing his Government here, and told him, he might 
yell perceive, by the Overture your Majeſty 11

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minded to your Majeſty's Purpoſe * And e 
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laſt unto him, that your Grace favoured him in 
ſuch ſort, as ſnewing himſelf conformable, he muſt 
needs have great Honour and Benefit at your Maje- 
ſty's Hands; which he confeſſed, and acknowled- 
ged himſelf much bound to your Highneſs for the 
ſame, in ſuch ſort as he has done at other Times 
before this.

Herein he prayed mine Ad- 
vice; &, as I conſidered the Eſtate of theſe Matters 
how they ſtood, ſo I thought it not amiſs that they 
ſhould repair to your Majeſty for the ſaid Purpoſes, 
whereby I thought your Majeſty could loſe no Time, 
| ſuppoſing, that though the Wars ſucceed, your 
Grace cannot conveniently ſend an Army before Ju- 
ly : Andin the mean Seaſon preparing all Things, 
as J underſtand your Majeſty doth for the Furni- 
ture thereof, your Highneſs ſhall rather win Ad- 
vantage of thoſe Men than loſe Time ; fot here 
they make no Preparation for Defence. Wherefore 
adviſed the ſaid Sir George to repair to your Ma- 
jeſty, and alſo thought it beſt, that the Earl of 
Glencairn ſhould go with him, tor the Cauſes ex- 
preſſed ; as indeed T know that the ſaid Earl of 
Glencairn and Sir George be very great, and they 
be both wiſe Men, to confer with your Majeſty. 
upon theſe Matters: And if they be not true Men, 
and aſſured to your Majeſty, then is there no 
Scottiſh-man to be truſted. The Earl of Glencairn 
of late commended much the ſaid Sir George's: 
Wit, and told me, That though the ſame Sir George 
were aſſured to your Majeſty, and would undoubt- 
edly do as his Brother and the ret which were 
bound by Premiſe would do ; yet he thought not a- 


eee 
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miſs, that your Majefty ſhould cauſe the ſaid Sir 
George to ſubſcribe, and ſer his Hand to ſuch ri. 
tings as they had done, to the intent, being all of 
one Mind to ſerve your Majeſly, they might like- 
wiſe be all under one Bond and Promiſe : Wherein 
your Majeſty at his now Repair unto you may taſte 
him, if the Caſe fo require, as to your high Wiſ- 
dom ſhall be thought convenient. I have fore- 
born to charge him at this Time with his Promiſes 
to your Majeſty, according to the Continue of your 
Highneſs's ſaid Letters, fearing T ſhould thereby 
have too much diſcouraged him, ſpecially now 
that he is to repair to your Majeſty, aſſuring the 
ſame that at this Time the Governour, being 
ready to revolt to the other Party, hath been 
in Effect only ſtayed by the ſaid Sir George. And 
it is not poſſible (as T am informed) for a Man to 
do more with Wit than he hath done, to bring 
your Majeſty's Deſires to paſs, if it would have 

been ; and he alone againſt all the Clergy inopen 


Council hath reaſoned and diſputed ſo much for the

without Oath ; which he will bear to your Highneſs 
as aſſuredly as he that is ten times ſworn. And 
to ſay how T have found him, ſurely I never could 
perceive, but that he hboured always to bring 


thoſe Matters to paſs, hke a wiſe Man, as one that 


| would moſt gladly have fatisfied your Majeſty, and 
alſo have pleaſed this Realm, if it would have 
been: But if it ſhould come to Extremity, I ne- 
ver ſaw but he intended to be as forward to ſerve 
your Majeſty as any of the reſt. And ſurely even 
now at this buſy Time he hath ſhewed himſelf in

THr1s Day J have alſo ſpoken with the Earls of 
Angus, Glencairn & Cuſſils, & with the Lords Max- 


wel & Samervail, according to the Continue of your 
Majeſty 's ſaid Letters, And albeit ſince mine Adver- 
tiſements, whereupon your Majeſty wrote your 


laid Letters, Things have changed and altered here,

LEASE it your Grace to underſtand, That | 
have received your Letters of the 1 1. of May; 
by the which T do perceive that your Grace hath 
licenſed the Earl of Angus's Cart-horſes and their 
Keeper to repair hither into Scotland; and alſo 
that ye have directed a Warrand to Mr. Windal: 
for 100 |. to be paid to the ſaid Earl, over and 
above his Month's Wages, which ſhall be due on 
this Day come Seven-night, whereof I ſhall adver- 
tiſe him, not doubting but he will ſend for the 
_ fame, with alſo his Wages to be due at the ſaid Day, 
He departed hence to Hamilton upon Wedneſdo 
laſt, to the Governour, who is now at Paiſley, not 
far from Dumbarton; and (as I lately wrote unto 
you) ſent a Herauld to the Earl of Lennox, witl 
Charge to deliver the Caſtle of Dumbarton within 

8 Hours upon Pain of Treaſon. In which Par 
( as I am credibly informed) the ſaid Earl of Le 
nox pretendeth and ſheweth himſelf willing, that 

the ſaid Caſtle ſhould be delivered, and that he wil 
not meddle with the Withholding of the ſame : But 

he that is Captain of the ſaid Caſtle named 
. doth clearly refuſe the Deliverance there: 
of, alledging that he hath a Tack and Aſſedation,

And this Day I have received certain Letters from 
my Lord of Glencairn and Sir George Douglas, with 
others which I have ſent your Lordſhips incloſed 
in this Packet; praying you to cauſe them be de- 

livered, according to the Directions and Indorlc-

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ments of the ſame. As for Occurrences out of

To the Loxps of bis Majeſy's Privy-Comeil,

I may like your good Lordſhips to underſtand, 
That upon the Receipt of your Letters bearing, 
Date on hitſunday at Night, which I received on 
the Thurſday after, T repaired forthwith unto 
| the Governour, whom I found in the Weſt-Parts 
of this Realm at Glaſgow, being 40 Miles from 
Edinburgh, and declared unto him fully the King's 
Majeſty's Advice and Counſel, touching the Le- 
gate that is to repair hither, called Mark German, 
the Cardinal here, & the Earl of Lennox,with their 


Adherents, how and in what wiſe the King's 8

would have him to proceed againſt them, in ſuch = 


*T 
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ſort as is expreſſed in your Lordſhips faid Letters: 
Which the ſaid Governour took in marvellous good 
Part, accounting himſelf moſt bound unto the King's 
Majeity, that it pleaſed the ſame ſo much to tendey 
him, as in ſuch wiſe both to admoniſh him of Dan- 
gers like to enſue towards him; and alſo to adviſe 
and counſel him, how he might beft avoid and eſ- 
chew the ſame ; whoſe Counſel and Advice, he 
ſaid, be would follow afore all the Princes of the 
World. And to the Matter, he faid, If the French 
King would do them no more Harm, than procure 
the ſending of a Legate to curſe them, he cared 
little for the ſame ; for he would ſo provide 
for the Legate, as if he arrived here to make 
any Garboil in this Realm, with his Fulmina- 
tions of Curſing, or to advance and ſet forth ſuch 
Things as might ſtir any Diviſion or Inquietation 
here, he ſhould ſurely never go home again; but glad 
be would be, according to his Majefty's Advice, to 
work ſ6 as the ſaid Legate's Journey hither ſhould 
be impeached and broken. And only, he ſaid, be 
ſuſpended all his Proceedings here in the Affairs of 
this Realm, upon Knowledge whether he ſhould have 
Peace or War with the King's Majeſiy; for if all 
Things were eftabliſhed, and the Peace concluded 
betwixt theſe two Realms, which he moſt heartily 
wiſhed and deſired, he would not doubt with the 
King's Majeity good Advice and Counſel, to order 
and govern this Realm in ſuch ſort, as the ſame 
ſhould be reduced very ſhortly to as good Obedience as 
ever it was; and he would reform the Abuſes of the 
Church, and advance God's Word and Dodtrine, 
| = 0 1 maugre 
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W touching the Earl of Lennox, he told me, That | 
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naugre the Legate, the Cardinal, the Biſhops and 
Prieſts of this Realm, with all their Partakers, 
which he doubted not to ſubdue and rule at his Will, 


if he were once at a good Point with his Majefly, I 
told him, I was in good Hope that the Concluſion 


| of the Peace would not be long a doing: Which 


he again moſt heartily wiſhed for, and prayed me, 
that I would play the Part of a good Miniſter to help 


| the Furtherance and Perfection of the ſame; for the 


doing whereof, he ſaid, he would account himſelf 
moſt hound unto me while he lived, and would be 


| always ready to do me all the Pleaſure he could; re- 


peating unto me, how greatly he deſired to ſatisfy 
and pleaſe the King's Majeſty, and that for his Life 


he could do no more nor he had done to the Accom- 


_ pliſoment of his Majeſty's Demands. And if the 


Peace were once concluded, he would forthwith ſet 
upon the Cardinal within his Caſtle of St. Andrews, 
whom he doubted not ſhortly to have into his Hande: 


| Fur he was the Man, he ſaid, whom (God forgive 


him) he did only hate in all the World, not without 
juſt Cauſe. For the Cardinal, he ſaid, did ſpeak 


as fairWords, and write as bumble Letters to him, 


with Deſire of his Remiſſion and Favour, as was 


poſſible for any Man to do; and yet privily he wrought 
all that he could, to ſet Diviſion and Diftance be- 
twixt me and the Noblemen of the Realm: Where- 
fore, if the Peace were concluded, J would foon be 


revenged thereof; but till be knew how all Things 


ſhould ſucceed betwixt theſe two Realms, he would = 
be.loth to ſtir any Garboil within the Realm. And 
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ſince bis Coming into thoſe Weſt-Parts, be bad ſent 


an Herauld to him, and commanded him in the 
Queen's Name to deliver the Caſtle of Dumbarton, 
which the ſaid Earl ſbewed himſelf willing (as uch 
asin him was ) to accompliſh; but the Captain nam- 
ed Stirling, who claimed an Intereſt in the Keeping 
of the ſaid Caſtle for ſeven Tears yet to come, by 
Force of a Grant he had thereof of the late King, 
utterly refuſeth the Delivery of the ſame, and keep- 
eth it perforce; which, the Governour faith, is 
only done by the Earl of Lennox's Drift and Pro- 
curement; who, notwithſtanding that be maketh 
Semblance of the contrary, bath put 100 Men into 
the Caſtle, and keepeth himſelf abroad in the 
Town of Dumbarton, where be gathereth his 
Friends about him, to the Number of 1200 
Men. Whereupon the Governour determining 
to break the Aſſembly, took Purpoſe to repair 
to Dumbarton, being with him the Earls of Angus & 
Caſſils, the Lord Somervail and the Sheriff of Air, 
with diverſe Gentlemen, and a goad Band of Men, 
to the Number of 4000: Which when the faid 
Earl of Lennox heard of, he wrote by and by a 
very kind Letter to the Earl of Angus, deſiring to 

| ſpeak with him upon Truſt, offering to be ruled 
by him in all Things which the Governour would 
deſire of him. Whereupon it was ordained, that 
both the ſaid Earls ſhould ſpeak together upon 
Truſt, according to the ſame Earl of Lennox s Re- 
queſt ; as indeed upan Wedneſday laſt they ſpake to- 
gether; at which Time the faid Earl of Lennox 
_ promiſed the Earl of Angus, That he would the 


net 
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next Day come and ſubmit himſelf to the Gover- 
nour, and not only render the Caſtle of Dumbarton, 
but alſo confeſs him to be Governour and ſecond Per- 
ſon of the Realm, and ſubſcribe tothe fame, as other 
Noblemen had done ; which was x an aſſuredly 
he would have done. Nevertheleſs he accompliſh- 


| cd no Part of the ſame ; but the next Day, afore 


the Governour ſhould come to Dumbarton, the ſaid 
Farl of Lennox, with a few with him, fled into 
the Highland, and hid himſelf in the Rocks and 
Mountains, where it is not poſſible haſtily to come 


by him, or apprehend him; and all his Company 


Skaled and broke: And all the Gentlemen being of 
that Company offered themſelves to the Gover- 
nour at his Coming to Dumbarton, to do him Ser- 
vice, ſuppoſing that the Earl of Lennox had been 
a true Gentleman, and would have done the ſame. 


| The Governour, faith he, took their Offer in good 


Part, alledging that he would charge them as the 
Caſe ſhould require in that Behalf. The Captain 
of the ſaid Caſtle of Dumbarton very proudly ſet 


out Banners and Flags upon the Tower of the ſaid 


Caſtle, immediately upon the Governour's Entry 


into the Town, and prepared for Defence, if the 


lame ſhould have been aſſaulted, and would in no 


viſe render nor deliver it: Which, the Governour 


telleth me, is ſo ſtrongly ſituate upon a great high 
Rock or Craig of Stone, that it is impregnable other- 
wiſe than by Famine; whereupon he cauſed Procla- 
nations to be made in the Queen's Name in the 
Toren of Dumbarton, and all the Country thereabout, 
tat upen Pain of Death they ſhould not aid nor ſup- + 
5 port 
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port the ſaid Captain with Victual, nor otherwiſe : 
And ſo finding the Country obedient, none rebelling 
but the ſaid Caſtle, which he ſaw impregnable by 
any Aſſault, he returned bither to Glaſgow, in- 
tending within theſe frue or fix Days to repair to- 

wards Edinburgh, and to take deliberate Advice 
bow to proceed againſt the ſaid Earl of Lennox, 
d ho, he faith, is only ſet out and procured by the 

Cardinal to do as he doth. For the Governour faith, 
He is credibly informed, that after the ſaid Earl 
of Lennox had upon Wedneſday laſt made the ſaid 
Promiſe to the Earl of Angus, the ſame Night came 
one to the ſaid Earl of Lennox, with a Letter and 
Meſjage from the Cardinal, which clearly changed 
his Purpoſe, and cauſed him the next Morning to 
withdraw himſelf privily out of the Town of Dum- 
barton, and ſo flee into the Highland among the Hills 
and Mountains, where he hideth himſelf, ſo that 
no Man knoweth where he is become. 

Thus far the Governour told me he had already 
' proceeded againſt the Earl of Lennox, who, be aſ- 
ſured me durſt not abide him, nor was he able to 
make any Party in Scotland againſt him. And told 

me further, That if the Peace were concluded, be 
would not fail to purſue both the Cardinal and tbe 
ſaid Earl of Lennox, and doubted nat right ſoon to 
have them into his Hands : But of force he muſt ſuſ- 
pend and ſtay bis Proceedings in that Bebalf,till be ſet 

bow all Things ſhall land between theſe two Realms; 
till which Time he may not conveniently make any 
great Stir within this Realm. I adviſed him ſo to 
ſuſpend his Proceedings in that Part as his Enemies 


nn 
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took no Courage by his Stay, nor might have Time 
and Opportunity to practiſe their miſchievous In- 
cent againſt him for his Deſtruction, which they ſo 
much defired. But he made nothing thereof, ſay- 
ing, That they neither could nor would enterprize 
to make any Party towards him; And he had ſuch 
Watches, as they could make no Gathering nor Aſ- 
ſembly, but he ſhould ſoon have Warning thereof, 
and within 24 Hours he might be able to make a 
Party to repreſs their Malice: And for the Earl of 
Lennox, he had ſo wronght, that if he ſhould hap- 
| pen to repair out of the Highlands to his own Country 
| of Lennox, or ſhew himſelf abroad, he ſhould eſcape 
very hardly, but he would be taken. And having 
the Peace once concluded ( which String he always 
harped on _) he would ſoon bring this Realm to 
perfect Obedience; wherein, . in all bis Pro- © 
 ceedings, he would uſe wholly the King's Majeſty's 
Advice and Counſel : Giving again his moſt bumble 
Thanks unto his Majefty for ſuch Advice as his 
| Highneſs gave now unto him. And touching the 
Caſtle of Stirling, albeit he deſired much to haue 
the ſame into bis Hands, and would ( according to 
the King's Majefty's Advice) do what he could to 
get it from the Lord Areskine, which he thought 
would be ſomewhat difficile, becauſeit is the Queen's 
Jointure; yet nevertheleſs, he ſaid, though he bad 
it not, he could be Maſter of the Bridge at his Plea- 
ſure : For he and the Earls of Angus, Glencairn | 
and Caſſils had as many and moe Friends on the o- 
ther Side of the Water than any of their Adverſaries 
ues bad, ſothat they could be Maſters of the Bridge on

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both the Sides of the Water at their own Will : And 
in the Caſtle there was no Ordinance nor Artillery 
to keep the Bridge with; nevertheleſs he would pra- 


ctiſe to get it into his Hands, which, he faith, he 


hath bad in Purpoſe afore this, and truſteth to ob- 
tain the ſame, with the good Contentation both of 
the Queen and the Lord Areskine. 9 9 5 


ALso, touching the laſt Convocation at St. 


Andrews by the Clergy, he faith, The ſame was 
not without his Licence and Authority, but by him 
granted, to the intent they ſhould agree and deter- 
 mineupon ſuch a Maſs and Sum of Money, as they 

_ would give for the Suſtentation of the War, if the 


ame ſhould enſue. And he faith, There have aſſem- 


bled together at St. Andrews à great many of the 


Biſhops, but not all: Wherefore, becauſe many 


were abſent, they diſſolved their Convention the ſoon- 
er, and prorogate the ſame to the 1. of June; at 
which Time the whole Clergy intend to meet for the 
ſaid Purpoſe. And in the mean Seaſon they have 
reſolved, though the Maſs and Sum be not yet deter- 
mined, that they will for the Maintenance of the 


War give all the Money they have, and alſo their 


own Plate, and their Churches Plate; as Chalices, 
Croſſes, Cenſers, and all, leaving nothing unſpent 
in that Quarrel, and fight themſelves, if Need re- 
quir?. But the Governour faith, If the Peace ſuc- 


ceed, he will flop their next Convention and Meet-

FUR THER MOR E, as to the Ship, which the Earl 


of Lennox came in hither, ſhe is now within theſe 
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fix Days departed towards France, and one Stewart 
Descartes . ; 
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a Scottiſh-man in her, whom the ſaid Earl of Len- 
nox hath diſpatched to the French King, with ſuch 
Anſwer as he hath received here, and to declareby 
all Likelyhood the Eſtate of this Realm. It were 
happy if ſome of the King's Majeſty's Ships might 
meet with her, for thereby percaſe might ſurely 
be known, what Practices the ſaid Earl of Lennox 
hath here to do for France ; which nevertheleſs 
may be eaſily conjectured. The Governour faith, 
That he purpoſed to have taken and ſtayed the ſaid 
Ship, whil# ſhe was here; but it was not poſſible 
to come by her, for ſhe kept always aloof in the Seas, 
and came not near the Land: So that being well 
furniſhed with Ordinance and Artillery, it was not 
poſſible to approach ber. And very ſuddenly, he 
ſaid, The ſaid Stewart departed with her, and is 
yet ſcantly off from the Coaſt of this Realm; for 
ſince his Departure, the Wind has not ſerved him: 
| Put as the Wind ſhall ſerve, he will not fail to make 
all the Sail be can into France. In the End of my 
Communication with the Governour, I told him 
of my ſelf, according to your Lordſhips ſaid Let- 
ters, That I truſted, when this Peace ſhall be con- 
cluded (which I was in good Hope would not be 
long a doing) he would make forth ſome Ships for 
the Keeping ofthe Seas ; ſo that the Legate, if he 
paſs not in the mean Seaſon, ſhould not eſcape 
them, though the French King do what he can to 
the contrary.

FINALLY, I have participated the whole Ef. 
fect of your Lordſhips ſaid Letters, according to 
the Continue of the ſame, to the Earls of Angus 
and Caſſils, and to the Lord Somervail. As to the 
Lord Maxwell, he is not here, but remaineth, as 
I underſtand, upon the Borders. And with them 
Ihave communicate upon the Premiſſes at Length, 
which in Effect agree with the Saying of the Gover- 
nour. They ſeem to fear no Peril or Danger,nei- 
ther of the Coming of the Legate, nor of any Par- 
ty that can be made here by their Adverſaries; but 
ſay, That if the Peace ſucceed (whereupon only 
the Governour ſuſpendeth all Matters) they will 
ſoon repreſs the Malice of all their Enemies.

when the Governour is reſolved, by the Deliberation

Lordſhips I do well perceive to be true: And now 
at ny Coming hither unto him, he made me ſuch 
Chear and Entertainment, as I might well perceive 
that T was heartily welcome unto him.

company me to Stirling, being 24 Miles hence,

LEASE it your Grace to underſtand, That 
I have received your Letters of the 20. of 
May, with the King's Majeſty's Letters to the Earl 
of Cafſils, and ſuch others as were addreſſed to me 
with the fame: Perceiving right well by your 
Grace's ſaid Letters, and Sir William Evers, with 

the Copy of a Scottiſh Letter contained in the ſame, 


do demand the Forfeiture of the Bonds made for 
their Entry at Whitſunday. In which Matter 1 
have already done this much, now at my late be- 
ing with the Governour, in the Weſt Parts of this 
Realm, from whence I came Yeſternight to this 
Town, having the Letter with me which was ſent 
Iby the Taker of Thomas Eelinsby, called Alexander 
Macdoual, to the Captain of Berwick, being a like 
Letter in Effect to the ſame ſent by the Taker of 


Richard Bowes ; which Macdoual's Letter the ſaid 


Captain had before ſent unto me. I have moved 
the Governour in that Behalf, who hath taken up- 
on him to ſtand between all the Engliſh fn

for the Forfeiture of their Bonds. And, as I do 
perceive by the Abbot of Paiſley, the Cauſe why 
the ſaid Macdoual and John Dickſon Taker of 
Richard Bowes had no Commandment from the 
 Governour not to call upon the Entry of their Per- 
ſons till Midſummer, nor to ask or purſue any 
Forfeiture of the Bond for Non-entry at Whitſun- 
day, was, for that the ſaid Abbot of Paiſley, and 
the reſt of the Council about the Governour, had 
not preſent Knowledge of all the Names of the 
Takers of the ſaid Engliſh Priſoners ; for they ad- 
dreſſed Commandments to all ſuch of the Takers, 


as they could remember in that Behalf : As now] 


upon my Relation there 1s a like Commandment 
addreſſed unto the ſaid Alexander Macdoual, and 
aſſoon as I can, I ſhall procure the ſemblable to the

LEAS it your Royal Majeſty to underſtand, 

T That ſince the Arrival here of Sir George 
Douglas, upon the Declaration here of his Charge 
to the Governour, Letters were addreſſed forth un- 
to all the Noblemen of this Realm to aſſemble here, 
for their Advice and Conſultation upon theſe 
Matters and Articles now laſt deviſed, and brought 
Hither by the ſaid Sir George. And on Tueſday 
faſt arrived ſundry of the Lords that were ſent for, 


vir. 
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viz. the Earls of Montroſe and Cait hne ſe, the Lords 
Areskine, Fleming, Seton, Oliphant, and divers o- 
ther Lords and Barons, beſides thoſe which were 
here with the Governour before, as the Earls of An- 
gus and Caſſils, the Lord Somervail, and divers o- 
thers of the meaner Sort, which be of the Council, 
to a great Number. All which being aſſembled 
here together, did Yeſterday all Day ſit very buſi- 
ly upon the ſaid Matters, and great Sticking was 
among them at the Delivery of the Daughter of 
Scotland at 10 Years old, unleſs that Pledges 
ſhould be laid and delivered by your Majeſty into 
Scotland, before her Deliverance out of the Realm, 
that the ſhould be married to my Lord Prince's 
Grace at her Age of 12 Years at the fartheſt. Ne- 
vertheleſs, with much Difficulty 1t is now agreed, 
Firſt, That ſhe ſhall be delivered to your Majeſty, 
or to my ſaid Lord Prince's Grace at her ſaid Age 
of 10 Years, providing that the Marriage between 
my Lord Prince's Grace and her ſhall be, afore her 
going out of this Realm, contracted by Procura- 
tors per verhba de futuro: And fix Earls or Barons, 
or their Heirs, ſuch as your Grace ſhall have rea- 
ſonable Cauſe to be content withall, ſhall be laid 
in to your Majeſty, as Pledges and Hoſtages for her 
Delivery at the Years above ſpecified. And rouch- 
| ing the Cuſtody of her Perſon, in the mean Time 
of her Demeure in Scotland, it is agreed upon in 
ſuch ſort as is contained in the ſaid Articles 
| Secondly, Touching the Peace, It is agreed upon 
in all Things according to the ſaid Articles, ſaving 
thatthere is a little Alteration touching their accu- - 
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ſtomed Traffick or Intercourſe of Merchandiſe with 
the Subjects of ſuch comprehenſed, as, in caſe ex- 
preſſed in the ſaid Articles, ſhall loſe the Benefit of 


his Comprehenſion ; without the which Intercourſe 


and Traffick, they ſay, their , Merchands here can- 
not live. They are content and agreed, that the 


Peaceſhall be paſſed according to the Articles of the 


laſt Peace, and the Exception of France to be pre- 
termitted and left out, with Proviſion alſo, that 
whomſoever your Majeſty, or the Party of Scotland 
ſhall comprehend generally, it ſhall be added, that 
if the ſame comprehenſed detain or withold any 
Land, Poſſeſſion or Penſion from your Majeſty, or 
the Party of Scotland, the fame comprehenſed 
hall not enjoy the Benefit of that Comprehenſion, 
nor ſhall be aided, aſſiſted, or favoured in any 
Thing prejudicial to either Party: Reſerving alſo 
Liberty by ſpecial Covenant to aid and aſſiſt each o- 
ther for the Wages of the Requirent, againſt thoſe 
Perſons ſo comprehenſed. And ſo be theſe Articles 
qualified touching the Marriage and the Peace. 
_ Thirdly, They have added a new Article, That 
if it ſhall pleaſe God to call my Lord Prince's Grace 
to his Mercy, without Iſſue had of the ſaid Daugh- 
ter, that then ſhe ſhall return again into this Realm 
unmarried at her Liberty, if ſhe liſt or deſire ſo to 
do. All the reſt of the ſaid Articles be here agreed

by Ranſom, or otherwiſe at your Majeſty's plea- 


ſure, afore they lay in their Hoſtages for the Deli- 


very of the ſaid Daughter at the Time afore ſpecifi- 
ed; for they would lay ſome of the ſaid Priſoners 


as Hoſtages and Pledges for that Purpoſe, now at 


the firſt Time, becauſe, as T underſtand, they 


know not without great Difficulty how to ſupply 
and furniſh otherwiſe the whole Number of fix now 


for the firſt Entry. The Earls of Huntley, Argyle 
and Murray were not at this Convention; the 
Cauſe whereof is, for that the Earl of Murray is ſick

him: And the Earl of Huntley is likewiſe occupied

And as to the Governour himſelf, if 
he be a Chriſtian Man, and have any Spot of Ho- 
nour, Honeſty or Truth in him, he is wholly de-

SURELY, my Lord, I cannot think, that if 


the Lords, mentioned in the ſaid Sir Thomas II har- 
tons News, ſhould make ſuch Party, as is ex- 
preſſed, that the Governour would take any Part 
with them; and it is very unlike that they can be 
able to make any Party againſt him. Neverthelels 
the State of this Realm is ſo perplexed, that it is 
hard to judge any Certainty what will follow : For 
all this while, the Fear of our Wars hath made 
them {it {till and agree together: But when the 
Peace ſhall be concluded, it is not unlike that the 
War will begin here among themſelves, the Realm 
being divided as it is in ſundry Parties. There is One 
Party, which be called Hereticks, and the Englib 
Lords, which is the Governour and his Partakers. 
Another Party there is, which be called Scribes and 


Phariſees, 
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Phariſees, which is the Clergy and their Partakers. 
And then is there a Third Party, which ſcemeth 
to be neuter, and will (as it is thought) be always 
ready to take the better and the ſtronger Party, if 
there come any Buſineſs among them. Thus is 
this Realm divided and perplexed, ſo that it is hard 
to judge what may follow : But unleſs it may pleaſe 
God and the King's Majeſty to help to ſtay them, 
it is very like that great Inconvenience will fall 


upon them. Touching James de la Hile, J have 


communed with the Governour for him, who pro- 
miſed afſuredly, That he ſhould be gotten and de- 
livered to the King's Majeſty, if it were poſſible ; 
and thereupon very inſtantly wrote to the Earl of 
Argyle torthwith ; whereof as yet he hath none 
Anſwer.

ty, called the Laird of Brunſtoun, to declare his 
State and Condition, and to make your Highneſs 
ſuch Offers, as whereby your Majeſty ſhould well 
perceive his good Heart and Service towards the 
ſame ; truſting that, of your Princely Goodneſs, you 
will not ſuffer him to be overtrodden and repreſſed

patch of the ſaid Laird of Brunſtoun, he would 
ſend for me again, and make me participant ; and

wedeparted. Aſſoon as I ſhall know what Diſpatch 
the ſaid Brunſtoun (who is well affected to your 
Majeſty) ſhall have here of the Governour, I ſhall 
not fail to advertiſe with Diligence. I have alſo 
communed with the Earls of Angus, Caſſils, Glen- 
cairn, the Lord Maxwell and Sir George Douglas, 
and find them all now very hot upon their Ene- 
mies here: But they be of Opinion, That your 
Majeſty muſt ſupport the Governour with Money to 
daunt the Cardinal and bis Complices, or elſe ſend 
a main Army to conqueſt the Realm, wherewith | 
they will join, and ſerve your Majeſly according to 
their Promiſe : For the ſending of à ſmall.

And 1 
was plain with them, as of my ſelf, that I knew 
your Majeſty was a Prince of ſuch Wiſdom, as 
would not lay out your Money,except your High- 
neſs ſaw good Appearance of ſome Benefit and 
Commodity to enſue thereby to your Grace's Af. 
fairs ; wherewith I remembred unto them what Be- 
nefit both the Governour & they had received alrea- 
dy at your Majeſty's Hands, for the which they had 
yet done utterly nothing towards the Recompence 
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of the ſame - but rather with good Words and

22. of September, by the which Ido perceive, that 
the King's Majeſty minding ſuddenly to correct the 
Folly and Untruth of thoſe Scottiſh, would beloth 
that J ſhould be in any Danger thereby; and there- 
fore would I ſhould convoy my ſelf to Temptallon, 
or ſome other Place of Strength belonging to his 
Majeſty's Friends here, wherein I might be ſure 
from their Malice, and advertiſe his Highneſs 
from Time to Time of as much Knowledge as 1 
can get. Albeit no Man alive ſhall with better

MW tbe Earls of Angus, Glencairn and Caſſils, the 
ent Lord Somervail and Sir George Douglas, had 
un- been together, and kept their Convention and Meer- 
age ing at Douglas-Caſile on Thurſday la, according 
han 0 their Appointment. But the Earl of Lennox 
aid | broke his Promiſe in that Part, and came not there; 
le MW which moved the ſaid Earls and Lords to haue no 
for MW £7cat Truſt nor Confidence in him : For he bath been 
at Stirling with the Queen, the Cardinal and French 
Ambaſſador, and alſo he is in Commiſſion with them, 
appcinted by the French King, for Diſtribution of 
the French Money and Munition among it the Noble- 
men of this Realm, and alſo to limit and beſtow 
yearly Penſions among them by their Diſcretions.

ACCOUNT 
Of what followed upon the Breach of the Treaties 


after Sir RA LH SADLER left SCOTLAND. 


He preceeding Letters give a full and plain 
Account of the Treaties of Peace and Mar- 
riage, and of the Breach of them by the Cardinals 
Means.
